A letter brought to this office by Mr. E.J. DaPina, resident engineer for the 
Clarkson Engineering Coe, inc, of 285 Columbus Avenue, Boston 16, Mass., dis- 
cussed relative to complaints about the way the Special Police are directing. 
traffic. A motion was made by Chairman Pessini, and seconded by Selectman, 
John Hill that all men buy a blue shirt, hat and safety belt by Monday, 

July 30th or be laid off. Mr. Austin E, Kelly was then-appointed to act as 
superintendent of all Toll Road Police in the Town of Southborough, to take 
care of men and check on them.

Chairman Pessini stated that he had called this meeting for the purpose of

system. Mr. McCarthy also stated that he thought it advisable at this time, 
-if the Town had a survey made cencerning sewerage and drainage dispesal, 
which is anticipated sometime in the future.

Mr. McCarthy answered, “we figure the 
cost of making a preliminary survey of the Town, for sewerage disposal, would 
be twenty-five hundred ($2500.00) Dollars. Mr. Carr told everyone present, 
that for one thousand ($1000.00) Dollars more they could make a water or 
drainage survey. In other words, Thirty-five Hundred ($3500.00) Dollars 
would pay for both a preliminary sewerage and drainage survey. These men 
stated they would be doing this work "at cost" as they were looking to get 

in on "the ground floor" for possible future work in the Town. Mr. Barton 
than asked Mr. Carr if his Company had anything to do with Mr.. Martin Cerel, 
real estate man and promotor.

Then arpeared Mr. Francis E. Ramelli owner and manager o* "Ramelli's 
Market", known as New Englsnd Stores, relative to his or his emrloyee's 
selling liquor to a minor. | 


Mr. Ramelli told the Board that the nerson to whom beer had been gold was 
rather “rough-looking," that he was questioned ac to nis age, that the boy 
answered "twenty-one", that he (Ramelli) stated, "pretty young looking to 
me", that "boy teok out birth certificate dated 1935--eaw it made him near 
twenty-two (22) years of age." Mr. Ramelli stated he then said "I suppose 
he is all right." "I never saw him before," stated Mr. “amelli. "Chief 
Mattioli hapvened to be right there, he checked it." (Chief checked Birth 
Certificate) Chairman Goff stated he was convinced said sale was not del- 
iberate on the part of Mr. Ramelli. Selectman Hill stated, “even though 
there was a birth certificate, that doesn't excuse you." Mr. Hill contin- 
ued stating to Mr. Ramelli, "if there is any doubt in your mind, just don't 
sell it (Beer and Wine) to anyone." -Mr. Ramelli then told the Board that 
"in the future, I will ask them their name and say is it all right if I call 
up your folks?" Selectman Hill then told Mr. Ramelli, "you can't afford to 
let this hapten again." "I will see to it that it won't hapven again", 
stated Mr. Ramelli.

The Board 
instructed Mr. Howes to look into the above-mentioned matter, since the 
Town has received two (2) different checks from said Novick, which had been 
returned, due to insufficient funds. 


Then appeared Electrician, Wesley N. Pigeon, who had been called in again 


tonight because the lights in the Lower Hall, as well as the Selectmen's 
office, went out, earlier in the evening. This was the second time that the 
lights went out during the course of a Town Hall function. Mr. Pigeon ex- 
plained that since the Hall is being used more and more thirty (30) amperes 
are not sufficient, that two (2) cables could be installed a a cost of one ™ 
hundred ($100.00) Dollars, which would be enough to take care of the present 
lighting.
